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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments do not overcome the 
rejection over the prior art. 

Applicant argues that the combination of the Maynard and Canpolat references is improper, since Canpolat teaches the collection of data 
related to particle size rather than data related to particle concentration. However, Examiner did not rely on Canpolat's particular 
parameter collection, but rather on the teaching that providing a single light reception device with a light emitter on the same side of the 
housing provides greater flexibility and sensitivity. 

Furthermore, Maynard teaches that in one embodiment, the hematocrit concentration of the blood may be calculated by measuring light 
scatter (see column 7, lines 45-67), which is how Canpolat measures his particles. Accordingly, since Maynard teaches that hematocrit 
values may be calculated from light scattering measurements, and Canpolat teaches using a single light emitter and light receptor to 
measure scattered light to calculate a parameter of a particle, the disclosures reasonably suggest the claimed invention to one of ordinary 
skill in the art. Applicant's invention does not appear to generate a result that is unpredictable from the combination of the prior art. 
Accordingly, the Examiner maintains the final rejection. 
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
